ihe ballot count recorded by the Electoral Commission and later relied upon in testimony to the 
United Nations Security Council by Secretary-General Special Representative to the Ivory Coast 
Y.J. Choi (see Attachment 0) estimated turnout of 8 1 . 1 %. But this turnout estimate is more than 
10% higher than the Constitutional Council's estimate oF 71 .28% (see Attachment A, p. 7). The 
government points out that numerous on-scenc observers, such as the European-funded 
Convention of Ivorian Civil Society (CSCI), estimated a turnout approximating the Constitutional 
Council's calculation (sec Attachment M, p. 7), a number reflecting the increase in violence as 
compared to the first round of the election, when turnout was 83.7% (see AuachmemM, P- 7 ).
